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Bargaining Across the Frontier 


Cars Driven by S. F. Meyers of San 
Francisco and J. Blanton of San 
Mateo Crash Sunday. 


Committee Appointed From Trustees 
to Try and Secure Better Car 
Service for South S. F. 


An automobile collision that put 
five persons in the hospital occurred 
on the highway near Tanforan Sun¬ 
day. The injured were: 

Minette Meyers, two-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of S. F. Meyers of 665 Seventh 
street, San Francisco, driver of one 
of the cars. Little Minette received 
severe lacerations about the head, one 
a gash that required several stitches. 
She is now at the South San Francisco 
Hospital. 

Julius Meyers, young son of Meyers. 
Lacerations of head and chest. 
Taken to the South San Francisco 
Hospital. 

Mrs. S. J. Blanton, wife of the 
driver of the other car. Mrs. Blan¬ 
ton’s injuries were slight and she 
was enabled to proceed to her home 
after having her wounds dressed at 
the South San Francisco Hospital. 

Mrs. D. Bohr, sister of Meyers. 
Broken upper jaw and nose, bruises 
about head and body. Taken to the 
Red Cross Hospital at San Mateo. 

Mrs. G. Morris, mother of Mrs. 
Meyers. Fractured leg and bruises 
about the body. Taken to South San 
Francisco Hospital. 

MrB. Meyers received slight lacera¬ 
tions and bruises. Mrs. Meyers was 
holding the baby at the time of the 
crash, and such was the violence of 
the collision that the child was 
hurled from her arms. 

The collision occured when the 
Meyers machine, driving south on the 
highway, met the Blanton car com¬ 
ing north. According to the story of 
those who were in the accident and 
of officers who were on the ground 
soon afterward, the Blanton car was 
traveling on the wrong side of the 
road. Meyers turned to the left, 
thinking to avoid the other car, when 
Blanton suddenly swerved to the 
same side of the road. 

Moyers and J. S. Blanton, the driv¬ 
ers of the two cars, escaped injury. 
The Blantons live at 606 San Mateo 
drive, San Mateo. 


The new city ordinance placing a 
license tax of $2 a month or $6 a 
quarter on stores or places of busi¬ 
ness selling soft drinks went to its 
second reading at Monday night's 
meeting of the board of city trustees. 
It goes into effect after the expiration 
of thirty days from the date of its 
adoption, or January 7, 1921. By the 
terms of this ordinance, soft drink 
places, if detected selling beverages 
that come under the ban of the pro¬ 
hibition laws, will have their licenses 
revoked and be put out of business. 
The ordinance also fixes the hours 
tlrot these places of business may 
keep open as from 6 o’clock in the 
morning to 11:30 p. m., and states 
that any person conducting such a 
place of business who keeps open be¬ 
tween 11:30 and 6 in the morning or 
who “pefmits any disturbance of the 
public peace, order or decorum by 
noisy, riotous, or disorderly conduct 
on the premises," will also be subject 
to having his license revoked. 

Two more applications for the posi¬ 
tion of driver of the fire truck were 
received by the trustees Monday 
night. They were from Thomas J. 
Smith and Roderick Tibbets. About 
a half dozen applications for this job 
have now been received, but as yet no 
action has been taken in the matter. 

A communication was received from 
Miss Este Coffinberry, asking for a 
refund of $8.40 from the city taxes 
assessed against lot 11, block 125. As 
the assessment was shown to have 
been inequitable with that of sur¬ 
rounding property, the refund was 
allowed. The assessment was shown 
to be the same as made for several 
years, except for the percentage of 
increase levied on all city property 
this year. 

A communication was received front 
Knoth, complaining about the poor 
street car service this city is being 
given. After considerable discussion, 
L. G. Hardy Jr., A. J. Eschelbach, and 
J. W. Coleberd were appointed on a 
committee to interview the superin¬ 
tendent of this section of the United 
Railroads Company, the manager of 
the Municipal Railroads and Super¬ 
visor Welch of San Francisco. The 
latter two were to be consulted with 
a view to discussing the feasibility of 
an electric car line connecting South 
San Francisco and San Francisco 
along the Bay Shore highway. 

Reports from city officers were read 
and ordered filed. The report of City 
Health Officer Dr. J. O. McGovern 
conveyed the information that he had 
hud city water from three different 
places in town analyzed, and that it 
had been pronounced “safe for drink¬ 
ing purposes.” Dr. McGovern also 
stated that there were a number of 
cases of chicken-pox among the 
school children of the town. 

A number of bills against the city 
were read and ordered paid, among 
them the bill of the South San Fran¬ 
cisco Furniture Company for -- 

for the furniture in the new city hull 
and one from the Roberts Manufac¬ 
turing CVompany for $2120 for the city 
hall lighting fixtures. A letter from 
the Roberts Company congratulated 
the city upon the beautiful new home 
it had acquired. 

City Marshal Conrad brought to the 
attention of the hoard the fact that the 
framework of the big electric sign 
across the street near the S. P. depot 
was becoming dangerous, as some of 
its supports were badly rusted. 
Whether the sign would ever be 
lighted again was discussed at some 
length, but no definite action on the 
condition of the sign was taken. 

The city attorney brought up the 
subject of the city’s joining with 
other California municipalities in 
raising'a fund to have made a thor¬ 
ough and painstaking appraisement 
of the properties of the Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company and the West¬ 
ern Power Company. This in view of 
the fact that before many more 
months the State Railroad Commis¬ 
sion will have the fixing of the per¬ 
manent rates these companies will be 
allowed to charge for their services. 
It is proposed that when the time 
for this hearing arrives to have the 
side of the power consumers repre¬ 
sented by able counsel who shall have 


DELUGE OF RAIN AND HEAVY 
WIND VISITS ENTIRE NORTH 
COAST; BELIEVED TWO LIVES 
LOST ON THE BAY. 


COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO GET 
MEN FOR CALIFORNIA; BOARD 
APPROPRIATES #500 TOWARD 
EXPENSES NAVAL BASE COMM. 


The entire north Pacific coast from 
Santa Cruz to British Columbia was 
swept by a severe gale Thursday. At 
some points the gale rose to a velocity 
of 72 miles an hour. 

In and around the region of San 
Francisco bay the storm was unusu¬ 
ally severe. On the bay itself a num¬ 
ber of boats broke from their moor¬ 
ings. Ferry boats encountered ex¬ 
ceedingly rough passage from Oakland 
to San Francisco, but no accidents 
occurred. 

Along the peninsula a deluge of 
rain fell during^the afternoon, in some 
sections reaching the proportions of a 
cloudburst. In the northern part of 
San Mateo county, although definite 
measurements are lacking, it is be¬ 
lieved that nearly 2 inches of rain fell 
between 1 o’clock and 4. 

Two lives were probably lost in the 
bay storm. The body of a woman and 
that of a United States sailor were 
reported floating in the path of ferry¬ 
boats during the afternoon. Efforts of 
the police to find them proved un¬ 
availing. 

Although storm warnings will not 
be taken down today by the United 
States Weather Bureau, it was an¬ 
nounced last night that forecasts 
were for a let-up in the severity of 
the gale before morning. Indications 
were that the storm had split, some 
of the winds and accompanying rains 
spreading to the San Joaquin valley 
and Southern California and some 
moving eastward. 

Yesterday afternoon the wind and 
rain had penetrated as far inland as 
Sacramento and there was some 
snow in the mountains. At Summit, 
Placer county, 3 inches of snow fell, 
making the season’s total 58 inches. 


That the supervisors of the county 
will take an active part In helping to 
secure recruits for the battleship 
California was a development at Mon¬ 
day night's meeting of the county 
board. This will be done through 
committeemen appointed from differ¬ 
ent parts of the county. The appoint¬ 
ments were made in response to the 
request of Chief Quartermaster R. L. 
Hoffman, United States navy, who ap¬ 
peared at the meeting. For the north 
end of the county the appointments 
were E. E. Cunningham and T. L. 
Hickey of South San Francisco, H. 
H. Smith of Daly City, and George 
Hughes of San Bruno. 

J. J. McGrath of San Mateo appeared 
before the board on behalf of the 
San Mateo naval base committee, and 
asked for an appropriation from the 
county to assist In defraying the ex¬ 
penses of $1000 incurred in present¬ 
ing to the congressional committee 
the advantages on San Mateo Point 
The board granted an appropriation of 
$500 from the county advertising fund. 

Reports were received from the 
county officials for the month of No¬ 
vember and ordered filed. 

Edna Holroyd was appointed county 
librarian to fill the office made vacant 
by the resignation of Anna Bell Bailey. 
Miss Holroyd was formerly county 
librarian of Tuolumne county. 

Dr. J. C. McGovern of South San 
Francisco was appointed county den¬ 
tist from the First township on the 
Social Service Commission. 

Henrietta Brown withdrew her ap¬ 
plication for permission to open dog 
kennels at Belmont, after a petition 
signed by forty residents of that dis¬ 
trict had been presented. 

Architect W. H. Toepke submitted a 
Hat of eighty-two contractors who 
have filed notice of intention to figure 
on the new county hospital.

DALY CITY SCENE OF 
BRUTAL GANG ATTACK 


GIVES REMARKABLE 
EXHIBITION AT “Y 


Assault of Mrs. E. Burganliugan Was 
Equal to Cases In the City. 


Expert Demonstrates How Memory 
Can Be Thoroughly Trained. 


It has developed within the last few 
days that Daly City was the scene 
November 21st of a hoodlum gang 
attack on a woman that almost riv¬ 
aled in ferocity and beastliness the 
attacks that have stirred San Fran¬ 
cisco the last few weeks. Mrs. E. 
Burganhagan of Peoria street was the 
victim. The thugs who were guilty 
of the assault were Emil Novak, hus¬ 
band of Mrs. Burganhagan’s daughter, 
and another man whose name has not 
been made public. Novak is now in 
thecounty jail at Redwood City, while 
his companion is a fugitive from jus¬ 
tice, but local officers believe he will 
be captured within a few days. 

Novak was given a preliminary 
hearing before Judge Johnson No¬ 
vember 22d, and held to answer in 
the superir court to a charge of as¬ 
sault with intent to commit murder. 
It is believed by officers working on 
the case that he went to the Bergan- 
bangan house with the deliberate 
purpose of killing his wife, who is 
now suing him for divorce. Mrs. No¬ 
vak escaped and ran screaming from 
the house, summoning help. Before 
assistance arrived the brutes as¬ 
saulted the other woman and beat 
and choked her almost into insensi¬ 
bility. At the time of Novak’s hearing 
his victim was unable to appear 
against him, being in bed as a result 
of the savage treatment she had re¬ 
ceived. 


Charles W. Hamley, one of the 
county's greatest memory experts, 
gave a unique and remarkable exhibi¬ 
tion at the Y. M. C. A. Wednesday 
night of the heights to which memory 
can be trained. Mr. Hamley, an 
American Indian, gives an entertain¬ 
ment that is worth going many miles 
to see, and his exhibition is not only 
entertaining and interesting, but is 
also worth a substantial admission 
fee for its practical value. 

One of Mr. Hamley’s most remark¬ 
able stunts was the arrangement on 
a blackboard of the names of fifty 
disconnected objects each with a 
number opposite. Mr. Hamley did not 
look at the blackboard, Secretary 
McKeen writing the words as they 
were called from the audience while 
Mr. Hamley stood back to the board. 
When all fifty words were written, 
Mr. Hamley began calling off the 
words and the number opposite each. 
Not once did he make a mistake. 
When the words were about half 
named and numbered Mr. Hamley 
gave another exhibition with his back 
to the board, and after some ten or 
fifteen minutes spent on a different 
subject returned to the words and 
numbers and placed the remainder. 
Other “stunts" performed by Mr. 
Hamley were as remarkable. 

It was announced during the meet¬ 
ing that the Y. M. C. A. was about 
to open a series of fortnightly enter¬ 
tainments, all of which will be free 
to the public.

DR. HICK0K SENTENCED 

TO TERM IN PRISON 


Jack Edsall, the man who passed a 
bad check for $250 on the Bank of 
South San Francisco recently, ap¬ 
peared before Judge Ray Griffin of 
Redwood City Tuesday and was held 
to answer in the superior court. 

Edsall presented a draft at the 
South San Francisco bank drawn on 
the First National Bank of Los An¬ 
geles and supposed to have been 
signed by his mother, Mrs. B. Edsall. 
The draft was cashed, and a few days 
later the bank was notified that Mrs. 
B. Edsall was unknown at the Los 
Angeles bank and had no account 
there. Edsall was traced to Bakers¬ 
field by the sheriff, and after his ar¬ 
rest was returned to Redwood City. 

He was held to answer to the su¬ 
perior court by Judge Griffin, after he 
had admitted that his real name was 
Donald Northrup and that the name 
Edsall was fictitious. 


Dr. Galen Hickok, San Francisco 
physician, convicted last Saturday in 
the superior court at Redwood City of 
performing an illegal operation on 
Mrs. Bertha Castle of San Francisco, 
was sentenced Wednesday to an inde¬ 
terminate stay in San Quentin prison. 
His term will be front two to five 
years. Judge Benjamin Knight of 
Santa Cruz presided during the trial 
uud when sentence was passed in 
place of Judge George H. Buck, who 
is ill. 

Dr. llickok’s case was one of the 
most noted that has been heard in 
the San Mateo county court since that 
of Dr. Northcott, convicted over two 
years ago of the murder of an army 
nurse by a similar operation. Hickok’s 
case gained widespread notoriety 
through the dlscoverey that his sani¬ 
tarium at Saluda Beach, long known 
as a “mystery castle,” was apparently 
conducted for the purpose of such 
operations. Evidence#Buhmitted dur¬ 
ing his trial went to show this to 
have been the case. 

A ten-day stay of execution was 
allowed after ball had been refused 
and the doctor remanded to the care 
of the sheriff.

WATER SYSTEM SUIT 


EAGLES PERFECT NEW

Superior Judge George H. Buck 
Thursday denied the application of 
the San Bruno Taxpayers’ Association 
for a permanent injunction against 
the San Bruno board of city trustees 
purchasing a city water system, as 
voted by the board. 

Several weeks ago the board went 
on record as favoring the purchase, 
following which the Taxpayers' Asso¬ 
ciation secured a temporary restrain¬ 
ing order from the court on the 
ground that the matter must be sub¬ 
mitted to a vote of the people before 
the board has the authority to pur¬ 
chase. 

Judge Buck in his decision dis¬ 
missed the application for an injunc¬ 
tion and states that under the public 
utilities act of 1913 the board of 
trustees of any incorporated town has 
a right to establish an assessment dis¬ 
trict for the purchase of any public 
utility. 

A. P. Black of San Francisco, at¬ 
torney for the Taxpayers’ Association, 
announced that an appeal would be 
taken from the decision.

WHEN TIME IS SHORT BEFORE 

MEAL, MAKE ROP BISCUIT 


To save time in preparation or 
when no cutter is at hand make drop 
biscuit. The dough should be some¬ 
what softer than for biscuits which 
are to be cut, but not too soft. The 
mixture should be soft enough not to 
spread on the tin. The spoonfuls 
should be put on the tins one-half 
inch apart. When baked the biscuit 
should have a smooth, rounded sur¬ 
face rather than a rough, bumpy one. 
If desired, the top may be brushed 
with milk or smoothed gently with a 
knifd dipped into water or milk. 

“Emergency” or drop biscuits are 
not quite like the rolled ones, but if 
of proper consistency are equally 
good. Some judges of pastry insist 
they are a little more tender. 

Drop Biscuit 
2 cups sifted flour. 

% teaspoonful salt. 

4 tablespoons baking powder. 

2 tablespoons shortening. 

1 cup liquid (milk, water, or equal 
parts of each), or more if necessary.

Good home-made bread is about the 
most appetizing of foods when one is 
hungry, but there are many kinds of 
home-made bread. Some is good, 
some is bad, and some Indifferent. 
Which kind do you make? If you 
don’t know, judge it by the following 
description of a good loaf given ft 
the Home Economic Kitchen of the 
United States Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. 

Good bread is porous and contains 
a large number of holes or cells, all’ 
of which are of about the same size 
and shape. It is better for some rea¬ 
sons to think of it as a mass of tiny 
bubbles made of flour and water and 
hardened or fixed in shape by means 
of heat. This calls attention not only 
to the size of holes or cells, but also 
to the character of walls of the cells, 
which in good bread are always very 
thin. 

A loaf of bread should be light in 
weight, considering its size, and 
should have a symmetrical form and 
an unbroken, golden-brown crust. The 
crust should be smooth on top and 
should have a certain luster, to which 
the term “bloom” has been given. 

The loaf as a whole, the crust and 
the crumb, should bo elastic. The 
loaf, if pressed out of shape, as it 
often is when slices are cut from it, 
should regain its form when the 
pressure is removed. Bits of the 
crust, if bent a little between the 
fingers, should show the same power 
to rebound, as should also the cut 
surface of the loaf if pressed. 

The crumb should be creamy white 
in color and should have a “sheen,” 
which may be compared with the 
bloom of the crust. This sheen can 
best be seen by looking across a slice 
rather than directly down into it. The 
distribution of the holes, on the other 
hand, and the thickness of the walls < 
can best be examined by cutting a 
very thin slice and holding it up to 
the light. 

The flavor of the bread should be, 
as nearly as possible, the flavor of 
wheat developed or brought out by 
the use of salt. This flavor is not 
easy to describe, but is familiar to 
those who have tasted the wheat 
kernel. *

The 
velvet side-crown is gayly embroid¬ 
ered and ribbon Is looped at the side 
with long ends falling. Little misses 
are much dressed up when they wear 


pretty head coverings of this descrip¬ 
tion. 

The ha at the right Is simpler 
and Is also made of velvet. Two colors 
are used for it, the brim In a lighter 
tone than the crown, and a sash of rib¬ 
bon finishes it. 

A charming hat at the bottom of the 
group Is an amusing miniature made 
like hats for grownups. It Is also 
made of velvet with sectional crown 
and has an upturned brim split at each 
side. Silk cord edges the brim and 
outlines the seams in the crown and 
bright motifs In silk embroidery help 
the gaiety of the winter season. No 
wonder its small wearer is so pleased 
with life In general and her hat in 
particular. It is a clever piece of de¬ 
signing In which the means used for 
developing maturer headwear have 
been perfectly adopted to childhood.

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order or decorum by any noisy, riotous 
or disorderly conduct on the premises; 
or who sells, gives away or furnishes 
any beverage or drink of any kind or 
nature whotsoever or permits the same 
to be done at such place of business 
between the hour of eleven-thirty 
o'clock p. m., and the hour of six o’clock 
a. m. of the following day, or who shall 
not abide by all the laws and ordinances 
now in force, or which may hereafter be 
enacted, regulating places of business 
where any such beverages or drinks are 
sold, given away or furnished, shall 
forfeit all permits and licenses thereto¬ 
fore granted or issued to said person, 
persons, Arm or corporation, under the 
provisions of this ordinance. 

Section 13. It shall be the duty of 
the Marshal of the City of South San 
Francisco, and he is hereby directed to 
file with the Clerk of the City of South 
San Francisco, a complaint against any 
person, persons, firm or corporation, 
who he has reason to believe, is guilty 
of any of the acts, or neglects, specified 
in Section 12 of this ordinance; or any 
violation of any of the provisions of this 
ordinance. Such complaint may, how¬ 
ever, be maoe by any resident or citizen 
of said City of South San Francisco. 
Such complaint must state the facts 
alleged to constitute a breach of this 
ordinance, the name of the person, per¬ 
sons, firm or corporation offending and 
the date or dates on which they oc¬ 
curred. Upon such complaint being filed 
with said Clerk, he shall at once prepare 
a copy thereof, together with a notice 
to said person, persons, firm or corpora¬ 
tion, directing said person, persons, firm 
or corporation to appear before sail 
Board, at its next regular session and 
meeting following the date of the service 
of said notice, to show cause why said 
permit and license should not be revoked! 
and said copy of said complaint and said 
notice shall forthwith be served Upon 
said person, persons, firm or corpora¬ 
tion by the Marshal of said City, by 
delivering the same to said person, per¬ 
sons, firm, or corporation at the place 
where said business is transacted; or 
if said person, or said member of said 
firm, or some director of said corpora¬ 
tion. be not found at the place where 
said business is transacted, then by 
leaving the same with some person in 
charge of said place of business; or, if 
no such person be found thereat, then 
by posting such copy of said complaint 
and notice on the front door of said 
place of business. The Marshal shall 
report to the Board of Trustees the date 
when, and the method by which said 
papers were served. The Board of Trus¬ 
tees shall, if possible, investigate said 
complaint, at the next regular meeting 
of said Board after the service of said 
complaint and notice, and not later 
than the second regular meeting of said 
Board subsequent to the service of the 
same. If said Board of Trustees, or a 
majority of the members thereof, shall 
find that the complaint is well founded, 
and the charges made therein are true, 
said Board shall so declare by resolu¬ 
tion, and shall by a resolution duly 
passed by a majority of said Board re¬ 
voke the permit held by said person, 
persons, firm or corporation, and shall 
revoke all licenses Issued to and held 
by said person, persons, firm or corpora¬ 
tion under this ordinance, and said 
liqgnse shall thenceforth be without 
force or effect. 

Section 14, The rate of license fee 
under this ordinance shall be and is as 
follows; 

a. Each holder of a permit for a 
license under this ordinance shall pay, 
in advance, for such license the sum 
of Six Dollars ($6.00) per quarter year 
of three months. 

Section 15. No permit or license shall 
be issued to any person, persons, firm, 
or corporation, which will authorize any 
person, persons, firm, or corporation, 
doing business under the terms of this 
ordinance, to keep open such place of 
business, or any rooms used in connec¬ 
tion therewith, or as part thereof, or to 
isell, give away, or to furnish, any bev¬ 
erage or drink of any kind or nature 
whatsoever between the hour of eleven- 
thirty o’clock p. m. of any night, and 
the hour of six o’clock a. m. of the next 
day; or to allow or permit any person 
or persons to he or remain in or about 
said place of business, or in any room 
used in connection therewith, or as part 
ttioreof, between said hours; and each 
and every person, firm or corporation, 
to whom a permit and license are issued 
under this ordinance, by the acceptance 
of such permit and license, agrees that 
he will close his place of business at 
said hour of eleven-thirty o’clock p. m. 
of each and every night, and all rooms 
used ih connection therewith, or as part 
thereof: that he will keep said place of 
business, and all rooms used in con¬ 
nection therewith, or part thereof, 
closed from said hour of eleven-thirty 
o’clock p. m. until the hour of six o'clock 
a. in. of the following day; that he will 
not sell, nor permit to be sold, any such 
beverage or drink in, on or about said 
place of business, between said hours; 
that he shall not and will not permit or 
allow any person, or persons, to be or 
remain in or about said place of busi¬ 
ness, or to be or remain in any room 
used In connection therewith, or as part 
thereof, between said hours; and that 
any failure to close said place of busi¬ 
ness and premises at the hour herein 
specified, and any failure to keep the 
same closed as herein required, and as 
agreed by said license holder; and any 
failure to keep said place of business 
free and clear of any and all persons 
l>etween said hours, shall be deemed 
sufficient ground for the revocation by 
said Board of Trustees of any and all 
licenses issued under the provisions of 
this ordinance. 

Section 16. Kvery person, firm or cor¬ 
poration who shall, in the City of South 
San Francisco, keep or assist in keeping, 
any saloon, store, stand, or other place 
where any beverages or drinks of any 
kind or nature whatsoever are sold, 
given away or furnished, without hav¬ 
ing first procured the permit and license 
required therefor by this ordinance, 
or who shall sell, give away or furnish 
within the City of South San Francisco, 
any such beverages or drinks without 
having first procured such permit and 
license; or who shall violate any of the 
provisions of this ordinance, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor; and upon con¬ 
viction thereof, shall be punished by a 
tine of not less titan One Hundred (100) 
Dollars, and not more than Three Hun¬ 
dred (300) Dollars; or by imprisonment 
not exceeding three (3) months, or by 
both such tine and imprisonment. 

Section 17. This ordinance shall be 
published once In “The Knterprise,” a 
weekly newspaper printed, published 
and circulated in the City of South San 
Francisco, and shall take effect and be 
in force from and after the expiration 
of thirty (30) days from and after the 
date of its passage. 

Introduced this 15th day of November, 
IP 20.

Trustees of the City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco. and may be revoked, by said 
Board of Trustees, or a majority of said 
Board, at any time, for such cause as to 
said Board, or a majority thereof, shall, 
upon investigation seem sufficient. 

Section 5. A separate permission and 
license, under this ordinance, must be 
obtained for each branch establishment, 
or separate place of business, and such 
permission and license shall authorize 
the party named in such license to run 
or conduct only one place of business. 

Section 6. No license issued under 
the provisions of this ordinance shall 
be assignable or transferable, or au¬ 
thorize any person, persons, firm or cor¬ 
poration, other than is therein named, 
to do business, or authorize business to 
be done, at any other place or building 
than the place or building particularly 
specified therein. Every license issued 
under the provisihons of this ordinance 
shall specify by name the person, per¬ 
sons, firm or corporation, to whom it is 
issued, and the particular place and 
building in which the business for 
which it is issued is to be carried on, 

and also the date of its issuance, the 

term for which it is issued and a de¬ 

scription of the business to be carried 
on thereunder. Said license shall also 
contain as part thereof the following 
stipulation, to-wit: “This license is 

hereby received and accepted subject to 
all the terms and conditions of Ordi¬ 
nance No. 108, of the City of South San 
Francisco, under which it is issued.” 
Said stipulation must be signed by the 
person, persons, firm or corporation 
named in such license before any busi¬ 
ness is authorized to be done under said 
license. Said license shall at all times 
be kept conspicuously posted up in the 
place of business specified therein, and 
shall not be valid, nor any liquor sold 
thereunder, unless so kept posted up. 

Section 7. The Tax Collector of the 
City of South San Francisco is hereby 
authorized, required and directed to col¬ 
lect all licenses and all sums of money 
herein mentioned, and provided for in 
this ordinance. It is hereby made the 
duty of tlie City Marshal of said City 
to cause criminal complaints to be tiled 
against all persons, firms or corpora¬ 
tions, violating any of the provisions of 
this ordinance. 

Section 8. No license required by this 
ordinance shall be issued by the Clerk 
or Tax Collector to any person, persons, 
firm or corporation, or, if so Issued, 
shall he valid for any purpose unless 
such person, persons, firm or corpora¬ 
tion shall have been first granted a 
permit by the Board of Trustees of said 
City of South San Francisco to obtain 
tlie license required by this ordinance, 
and such permit must he in force and 
unrevoked at the time of the issuing of 
every license. 

No permit to obtain the license re¬ 
quired by any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be granted by the Board 
of Trustees of said City of South San 
Francisco, or if so granted, shall Vie 
valid for any purpose, unless the fol¬ 
lowing conditions huve been complied 
with, to-wit: Each applicant for a 
license shall tile with the Clerk of the 
City of South San Francisco, at least 
ten (10) days prior to any regular meet¬ 
ing of the Board of Trustees of said 
City, at which said applicant desires to 
bo heard, a written application to said 
Board of Trustees for a permit to obtain 
(he license herein required, which suiii 
application shall state and set forth: 

First—The name and residence of the 
person or persons, and of each member 
of the firm, and of each director of the 
corporation, making such application, 
and how long each of said persons lias 
been a resident of the City of South San 
Francisco. 

Second—The place and building in 
which the business is to be conducted. 

Third—That said applicant has not, 
nor has any member of said applicant 
firm, nor any director of said applicant 
corporation, within two years prior to 
the date of making said application, 
been refused a permit by said Board of 
Trustees, nor has had any license re¬ 
voked by said Board within said time. 

Section 9. Any person or persons 
may appear at the meeting of said 
Board of Trustees at which any applica¬ 
tion is to be heard, and file a protest 
against, and be heard In opposition to 
the granting of a permit for a license 
to any applicant. * 

Section 10. The Board of Trustees 
shall consider said application, and liny 
protest which may have been filed, ipid 
if said Board shall find that said appli¬ 
cant is a tit and proper person to carry 
on said business, and that the carrying 
on of said business, *t the place where 
tlie same is to lie carried on, will not lie 
prejudicial to tlie public good, peace, or 
morals, said Board may, by resolution, 
grant tlie required permit: provided, 
however, that no permit shall lie granted 
to any person, persons, firm or corpora¬ 
tion who had previously had a permit 
under this ordinance, and which permit 
had, within two years prior thereto 
been revoked; nor to any firm or cor¬ 
poration, any member or director of 
which had a permit, and which permit 
had, within two years prior to said 
tiearing of said application, been re¬ 
voked. 

Section ll. A permit under this ordi¬ 
nance shall lie good only for the person, 
firm, or corporation named therein, ami 
for the particular place and business 
specified in such permit; and such per¬ 
mit shall lie granted semi-annually. 
Any permit granted between the first 
day of January and tlie thirtieth day 
of June of any year shall expire on the 
thirtieth day of June next following the 
date of its grant; any permit granted 
between the first day of July and the 
thirty-first day of December of any 
year shall expire on the thirty-first day 
of December next following tlie date of 
■ts grant; it being the intention that all 
permits granted under the terms of this 
ordinance shall terminate semi-annually 
with the close of the months of June 
and December. Any holder of such a 
permit, in seeking a permit for the en¬ 
suing half-year, must tile an application 
therefor, as hereinbefore provided, at 
least ten (10) days before the date at 
which the same is to be heard and con¬ 
sidered by the Board of Trustees. Any 
one objecting to the granting of such 
permit may appear at the hearing of 
said application and protest as herein¬ 
before provided. 

Section 12. Any person, persons, firm, 
or corporation to whom a permit lias 
been granted and a license tssued under 
the terms of this ordinance, wlio does 
not conduct the business for which such 
permit and license have been granted 
and issued, in a quiet, orderly and repu¬ 
table manner, or who allows or permits 
, any disturbance of the public peace. 


San Francisco is having a house cleaning. Thugs, hoodlums, cutthroats, 
human beasts of prey are being driven out of that city by the hundred or 
are hurriedly leaving until after the storm of public wrath stirred up by 
the hideous Howard street outrage has passed. These vultures, the hor¬ 
rible spewings of the blackest slums, must stop somewhere; what more 
reasonable than to expect that South San Francisco, one of nearest neigh¬ 
bors to the big town, will get more than its share? From other cities all 
about come reports of the steps being taken to guard against the settling of 
these carrion feeders in these cities. What is being done in South San 
Francisco? 

In these other towns officers are nightly making the rounds of the pool 
halls, cigar stores and other places where undesirables hang out, and every 
suspicious-looking character is given the choice of telling who he is and 
how he is employed, or leaving town. And every one must also give good 
proof of being employed or the arm of the law falls upon him. Several 
near-by towns have added an extra policeman or two and all trains going 
through are being watched to see that none of this human offal is dropped 
in the town. Policemen are being heavily armed and in some places orders 
have been issued to take no chances, where the circumstances justified such 
action to shoot, and shoot straight and investigate afterward. 

South San Francisco should take similar action. It is not a time to 
argue, not a time to plead a need for economy, not a time for excuses for 
work undone. It is a time for action, thorough action, action that will 
safeguard lives, property and honor.

Revolting! Terrible! Horrible! These are words which in the last fort¬ 
night have grown common and weak from use in discussions of the Howard 
street outrage. Dreadful! Disgusting! Fiendish! Beyond all argument, it 
was all of these and more. The language contains no words commensurate 
with the dastardliness of the crime—but what is going to be done about it? 
The men are to be given a quick trial and speedy punishment. Well and 
good, and what is the punishment to be? The limit of the law, every decent 
citizen hopes, but what is the limit? About twenty years in the penitentiary. 
Is that just punishment for one of ahe most heinous, most revolting of 
crimes? 

A man takes tlie life of another and under the California law lie can be 
and often is hanged. Yet often there are extenuating circumstances con¬ 
nected with murder. A man takes part in such a hideous orgy as that which 
occurred at the Howard street shack and is given a few years in tlie peni¬ 
tentiary, then turned loose in the world again, in a great majority of cases 
more hardened, more of a beast from his contact with the inmates of the 
prison, than when he entered. 

Tlie man who shot the policemen at Santa Rosa will probably hang if 
he lives. He will hang for murder, but was the other crime in which he 
took a prominent part less worthy of death? 

“Spud” Murphy, leader of tlie Howard street gang of human vultures, was 
arrested for the same crime ten years ago. He lias proven himself incorrigi¬ 
ble, why should he be tolerated longer on the earth? 

The police records of San Francisco show that in the last six months 
100 women, girls and children have been assaulted in that city alone. Some 
of tlie perpetrators of these outrages received reasonably severe terms in 
prison, some ridiculously light punishment, some none at all. The outrages 
go on. What is the matter with San Francisco justice? What is the matter 
with California law? There can be but one answer to the whole revolting, 
hideous mess. Death is the penalty that should be meted out to the “Spud” 
Murphys that appear all too often in every police court of every big city. 
Death, not more to punish or to furnish an example to others of like breed 
than to remove from life that which is a menace to society and all well- 
intentioned human beings. 

We do not reason that a rattlesnake may have its uses or may reform 
and cease to bear venomous fangs. We put it to death and that is the end. 

In what way are “Spud” Murphy and his hell-hounds superior to rattle¬ 
snakes? 

LATER. 

As this paper was about to go to press this morning came word of the 
lynching of three of the gangsters at Santa Rosa. Far he It from this journal 
to advocate public violence, but try as we may we can’t feel much regret 
over this event. The exceedingly quiet and orderly way in which the lynch¬ 
ing was carried out proves that the men involved in the affair are nominally 
law-abiding citizens. The hoodlums and murderers got what they deserved. 
We are not hoping for lynching for those held in San Francisco, but that 
every one will get the rope through the regular channels of tlie law iB our 
earnest wish.

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THIS IS SOME DICTIONARY 

Arabic Affair Used by Scholars Is In 20 
Volumes and Weighs About 
100 Pounds. 

The ponderous dictionaries of Eu¬ 
rope, even the famous many-volumed 
etymological Index of Larousse, which 
is the monumental work of all modern 
tongues, are more than surpassed, 
says the New York Sun, by the Arabic 
dictionaries of 500 years ago, which 
are still the great authority for stu¬ 
dents in that language. 

The Arabic dictionary most used by 
scholars who are familiar with no 
other language is In 20 quarto vol¬ 
umes and weighs close to 100 pounds. 
There is a 50-pound ten-volume abridg¬ 
ment of it, presumably for use at 
home. This and virtually all the Ara¬ 
bic dictionaries were made in the 
time of the Ilarun-al-Rashid. 

The Islamic empire is credited by 
Moslems with two great eras. The 
first was that of conquest, when the 
only history was written with the 
sword. Then came centuries of Mo¬ 
hammedan domination, when the Mos¬ 
lems peacefully held the empires they 
had conquered in Asia and in the Ibe¬ 
rian peninsula. During these art and 
literature flourished and the Arabic 
dictionary was born. In Arabia the 
flower of this period was in the golden 
time of Caliph Harun-al-Rasliid. 

Each of the words that have been 
familiar in the daily life of the no¬ 


mad Arabs for centuries has an enor¬ 
mous number of synonyms. The lion, [ 
for example, was feared by villagers ! 
and hunted not only for sport but ! 
as a matter of necessity. Therefore 
in the Arabic dictionary the lion has 
more than a hundred different names. 
The camel was the sole means of 
transportation across the thirsty des¬ 
erts and is characterized in 122 dif¬ 
ferent ways. 

But above all, the horse and the 
sword were the two great stand-bys 
of the Arab. There are more than 200 
words that convey ideas of “horse” 
and "sword.” All other familiar 
words, such as tent, flock, herds, wa¬ 
ter, woman, sun and air, have long 
lists of synonyms that are Interchange¬ 
able and in constant use. This affords 
some slight explanation why Arabic 
dictionaries are of so large size. 1 

Arabic, so the Arabs say, was the 
language of the Babylonians, and it 
Is also contended by them that it was 
the tongue which Abraham spoke.

More Musical Drums. 

It is a well-known fact that percus¬ 
sion Instruments as a class give In¬ 
harmonic overtones, and so are music¬ 
ally defective. A special type of drum 
used In India Is a remurkable excep¬ 
tion to tlmt rule, says Nature, for It 
gives harmonic overtones that have the 
same relation of pitch to the funda¬ 
mental tone as Is found In stringed In¬ 
struments. The drumhead produces 
five such harmonics, inclusive of the 
fundamental tone. The first, second 
and third harmonics are especially 
well sustained In Intensity and give a 
fine musical effect. The result Is at¬ 
tained through the use, on the drum¬ 
head, of a symmetrical distributed load 
that decreases In density from the cen¬ 
ter outward. The load consists of a 
flexible composition of finely divided 
metallic Iron. A second membrane In 
the form of a ring Is superimposed 
round the edge of a drumhead. The 
fundamental pitch and the octave are 
derived from the modes of vibration 
of the membrane. The center load 
improves the musical effect by In¬ 
creasing the energy of vibration, and 
thus prolonging the duration of the 
tones.—Youth's Companion.

The Garden a. 

D ERIVING its name from the 
French “Drapperie,” meaning 
cloth work, the Drapers 
company, as early as 1180, 
has been associated with the textile 
trade of London; and has numbered 
many distinguished men among its 
members since the proud day, in the 
reign of Henry I, when Henry Fitz- 
Alwin, member of The company, be- 
enme London’s first lord mayor, 
which office he continued to hold for 
24 years. 

, Between 1331 and^l714 no less than 
53 drapers were thus honored, Vi.vs the 
Christian Science Monitor. Not only 
did Fitz-Alwin bring civic dignity to 
the company, but he left it all his 
lands in St. Mary Bothawe. 

Cloth was made In England from 
very early days, but from Saxon times 
onward the chief seat of the indus¬ 
try was The Netherlands, whose 
weavers obtained the raw wool from 
England. Edward III, anxious to fos¬ 
ter it ns a British trade, forbade both 
the export of English wool, and the 
import of cloth, and invited balloon 
weavers to settle in England. He 
gave the first charter to the Drnpers 
company In 1364, to ennble It to en¬ 
force the statutes relating to the sale 
of cloths. 

Growth of the Industry^ 

The industry had so rapidly In¬ 
creased by 1385 that Sir Nicholas 
Breinbre, mayor of London, issued nn 
order separating drapery from tailory 
and the weaving business. 

Busy times were the fnirs of St. 
Bartholomew, West Smlthfleld and 
Southwark, where an enormous trude 
in textiles was done; and which 
the drapers and the merchant tailors 
attended for their trade search, so us 
to keep sharp guard over Illicit prac¬ 
tices, such as cloth of unlawful width, 
or short measure. 

Edward III is credited with present¬ 
ing the “Drapers’ Ell” to the company, 
and frequent Items In their accounts 
are disbursements for new “yards," or 
“companies standards," and also for 
cases In which to keep them. 

By the reign of Henry VI the 
drapers had become so powerful that 
the king granted them their charter 
of incorporation In 1438, which, with 
their six other charters, Is still pre¬ 
served. It Is a very splendid affulr, 
beautifully illuminated with a head- 
piece of gold, and colors of the finest 
work, and 'Is In a perfect state of 
preservation. 

A Tilt Witfc Royalty. 

Royal extortions and levies do not 
appear to have affected the drapers 
as much ns some of the other com¬ 
panies. but in 1521 we read of great 
activity being displayed by them, in 
conjunction with the "divers auncyant 
fellshlppes" who assembled at “Frers 
Austyns” to discuss how they could 
either avoid or lessen the heavy con¬ 
tribution demanded of them by Henry 
VIII .toward the fitting out of five 
6hips for the explorer, Sebastian 
Cabot. With great bravery they in¬ 
formed the king that he had no legal 
right to extort their contributions; 
and that It was “a sore adventure to 
Jopard ye shipps with men and goods 
unto the said island (Newfoundland) 
upon the singular trust of one man,” 
but flnnlly a peremptory message 
from "my Lord Cardynall” brought the 
truculent spirits into due submission. 

Keen business men were these stal¬ 
wart drapers, for not only do their 
records contain many entries Illustra¬ 
tive of their trade activities, but they 
show that the'management of their 
charities was equally alert. In 1527 
they entered into a prolonged dispute 
with the Crutched Friars, regarding 
the boundaries of the ground pur¬ 
chased for almshouses by Sir John 
Milborn, and of the keeping up by the 
friars of certain observances in his 
memory. 

Pageants and Processions. 

If the drapers displayed energy In 
business and kindly works, they were 
also always to the’'fore in the civic

pleasures which abounded In the mid¬ 
dle ages; and of their “ridings," pag¬ 
eants by land and water, their "mid¬ 
summer walks” and their processions, 
when one of their number chanced to 
become lord mayor, there are many 
quaint and interesting records. 

On the occasion of the marriage of 
Henry VII and Elizabeth, we hear of 
the drapers, with the others, going 

forth upon the Thames, “at her com¬ 
ing from Greenwich by water,"’ In 
"Barges freshly furnished with Ban¬ 
ners and Streamers of Silke, rechely 
beaton and bagges of their Crafts. 1 " 
At these times the barges of the Dra¬ 
pers company were decked with cloth 
of blue or red, and their trumpeters 
| were resplendent in crimson hnts, 

| while their floating banners were 
i adorned with silken fringe “beaten with 
j gold.” 

Of their land processions, probably 
i the grandest was that In honor of their 
j mayor. Sir Robert Clayton, in 1679, 

I which included a moving stage, and 
! was “dignified with divers delightful 
I varieties of Presenters, with speeches, 

I songs and actions, properly ftnd punc¬ 
tually described, all set forth at the 
proper cost and charges of the wor¬ 
shipful Company of Drapers.” 

Catastrophe of 1666. 

The ancient hall of the drapers was 
in St. Swlthlns Lane, but in 1541 the 
compuny ended its negotiations with 
Henry VIII for “Cromwell House," the 
site of the present hull, which had 
come to the crown through the at¬ 
tainder of Cromwell, earl of Essex. 

The great fire of 1606 stopped Its 
northward fury at Drapers’ hall, but 
great damage was done to the build¬ 
ings, and the unfortunate clerk of 
those days, whose house hnd been 
demolished, hnd to take refuge In the 
Garden house, which, until the fire, 
hnd been the house of Mr. Miners, the 
beadle. 

As It remains today, the Drapers’ 
hall displays all the tempered rich¬ 
ness of an English country house; and 
the magnificent suites of rooms, two of 
which are adorned with perfectly pre¬ 
served pieces of Gobelin tapestry, and 
whose walls are hung with splendid 
pictures, betoken the hospitality of this 
ancient company. But the fenture 
which lingers most in memory is the 
quiet and ancient garden, with Its 
shimmering trees, including aged mul¬ 
berries—from one of which a dish of 
fruit can still be plucked—Its bright- 
hued flower beds, and its leaden tnnks 
filled with flowers. And though In the 
very midst of the city’s greatest tur¬ 
moil, It still looks so reposeful that It 
Is easy to remember those other days 
when “my Lord Ambassador from 
France" walked the plnisaunce In the 
September of 1552, or when one Rob¬ 
ert Rntfnrd. the gardener, complained 
to the court "that by drying of naperye 
clothes In the Drapers garden, the 
knolls and borders of erhys therein are 
destroyed." which resulted In prompt 
measures being taken to suppress the 
practice. 

Benevolences. 

Today the Drapers company is 
actively engnged in administering its 
trusts, and in promoting education and 
charitable work In many different 
ways, by means of Its corporate funds. 
Among the various benefactions may 
lie mentioned its annual scholarships 
and exhibitions of students in Hie five 
chief branches of the textile trade. In 
their respective districts, and Its an¬ 
nual grant of £1,000 toward the 
chair of agriculture at the University 
of Cambridge. But the most Interest¬ 
ing of Its activities is the East Lon¬ 
don college, with which It Is most Inti¬ 
mately associated, and \%hich is a uni¬ 
versity college, giving a full course In 
natural science, engineering, or art. 
for the small sum of £10 10s. 

The students, both men and women, 
are mainly drawn from the working 
classes. The company has expended 
fully £250,000 upon this college, and 
contributes a large sum annually 
toward its maintenance. Its work In
